Caught in a storm and forced to spend 
the night in a deserted shack Roy and Anas- 
tasia discover a mutual liking for each other. 
Anastasia, whose principles are stronger than 
Roy's is much more careful about allowing the 
relationship to develop. In the meantime, the 
sensitive and aesthetic Antony discovers, to his 
surprise and concern, that he is madly in love 
with Rose, and that she is likewise in love with 
him. An awkward situation arises, which is not 
cleared up until Hargreavcs leaves China on 
their return to Peking. 

The religious angle is introduced into the 
story by portraying Antony and Anastasia as 
pronouncedly High Church, thus disapproving 
of remarriage after divorce.

What b American Neutrality? 

What meaning then has this con- 
ception of American "neutrality" if 
in practise it never really func- 
tions? As a matter of fact it has 
no intrinsic meaning, for like so 
many other words in the vocabu- 
lary of international diplomacy it 
is open to a variety<Of|interpreta- 
tions, and can be conveniently ap- 
plied to any act of foreign policy 
rejgardlcss of how contradictory it 
actually happens lo be. For in- 
stance, when the Monroe Doctrine 
was first formulated its original aim 
was to resist by force the autocratic 
and imperialistic encroachments of 
any European Power upon the 
Western Hemisphere, for this would 
inevitably threaten the security and 
democracy of the American Repub 
lie. But later when the United 
Stales became highly industrialized 
and there was a growing need for 
markets and raw materials, the var- 
ious Governments unscrupulously 
resorted lo the Monroe Doctrine as 
a convonicm pretext by which to 
^pread their economic and political 
influence in the Caribbean Sea 
and in the South American Con- 
linent. Thus, although the real 
motive behind this drive ua.s to ob- 
lain a monopoly In the^e wealthy 
region.s, it was nevertheless claim- 
ed that Ihe criterion was merely to 
"protect the peoples against foreign 
domination," And it is probable 
that if ever an imperialist govern- 
ment should covet the enormous 
weiiHh of Canada, this policy of 
national aggrandUement would be 
i-arried out under the same palri- 
oiic cry of the Monroe Doctrine. 
IJndbergh's recent speech with its 
slarlling implications is an obvious 
nirilcalion of thib laller trend. 

The history of the Neutrality doc- 
trine is, in many ways quite similar 
lo lhal of Ihe Monroe Doctrine. 
But II Is different In that even the 
original establishment of such a 
policy nf American "neutrality" 
during Iho Nupoleonlo Wuis was 
from the hcBlniiliig nothing but a 
fH!iiii.iil nl ilui iiuiiglnatlnn. For at 
that lima tho (luesllon as to tho 
Brillsh "right to saaroh" American 
ships for contraband goods really 
Involved tho natural contr.idlctlou 
of procliilmint' and ai.'iiuuulliiij thu 
recognition of a Icual ncutrulily on 
Hie onu haiul, wliilu on thu other 
liiuul Blvlnii thu nation's whole sup- 
port short of wor lo smash the 
ISngllsh blockade and thus help 
France. That contradiction, which 
iicled aaùinst Hk' intoii-Ma uf tho 
nrltUh uvcnliially b.uinjlu war be- 
Hvi:eii lOiiglanil and lliu United 
.StaU':^; lliut :,auie conUudlcllou at 
H Strong benovolont neutrality 
(which nsunlly has more benevol- 
ence than neiilraltty In 10 uUlmate- 
ly forced America Into war against 
Oermany In 1017; and now tho 
iamu iai toli, l epoat themselves with 
cvLii gicakv oiophusls In the pres- 
eni iUuïtiii).

The "Rapsodla Si.-..'-n;ca" 
which Miss Bux*.o.-i gave i'.i Ca.-.a- 
dian premiere on Sunday does cot 
have the provocative Latin rythms 
we associate with Albeniz and 
Falla; it Is more lyrical and sub- 
dued Jn style. Miss Buxtr.-.'s ap- 
proach to the piece was e.xcelle.i:— 
very simple and direct, and her 
technical equipment more than 
enough to overcome what diffi- 
culties there were. .\ beautiful 
string accompattiment gives strength 
and cohesion to the whole thi.".3. 

Mr. Clarke's conception, and the 
Orchestra's playing of the Dvorak 
"Symphony from the New World" 
are too well known to need any 
description here. Needless to say, 
the orchestral technique is better 
than ever, and the warm-hearted 
work is one of the best things in 
the repertoire. Sunday's perform- 
ance was a most ingratiating one.

STUDENTS BACK ADftHNISTRA- 
TION IN 3S C0LLEGE 
OPINION FOLL 



Opinion of college students, men 
and women, is strongly behind the 
administration's revised neutrality 
bill now b'etore the house of repre- 
sentatives, according to a poll of 
28 college newspapers made recent- 
ly by The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Queries sent to college newspaper 
editors throughout the country re- 
sulted in an almost unanimous 
backing of the cash-and-carry 
clause, but revealed opposition to 
intervention by President Roosevelt 
as a mediator. 

Side with Allies. 

Four of the papers questioned 
sUted that they thought the United 
States should ente|> the war 11 
Britain and France were fighting a 
losing tight against totalitarianism. 

In all replies editors repeated the 
desire of students to slay out of the 
war. Some, however, were suspi- 
cious of Britain's and France's war 
alma. They declared that the 
United States should feel no more 
obligation to Britain and France 
than those countries did to smaller 
democracies. 

The Michigan Daily of the Uiii- 
varsily nl Michigan was outspoken 
in lit desire to have the United 
Slates Intervene In a peace oonter 
ence, A more equitable settlement 
could be mfkda at this time, it 
aiisvrlcd.

I re- 
ceived a tip from a friend of mine 
in Duquesne and promptly raced 
to the scene of crime. "The .murd- 
erer just ran down the hill," I 
was told. So I hurried in his wake 
a-td for an hour ..-losely tracked 
him on the murder rounds. Since 
I , was the first and only reporter 
on the scene, my paper came out 
that night with a royal scoop." 

He later wrote up this historic 
murder story for the True-Fact 
magazine. 

Along with this reporting, school 
work and shon-story writing. 'jCoc- 
insky says he supplies resumes of 
the Pitt and Tech home football 
g.inios for several New York news- 
papers.— Pitt News.

"It is a paniai aut^- 
i biography, and it concerns thir.^s 
' that happen at Pitt and things that 
might have happened. Smart Sam- 
my, the character of the book, is a 
student who makes a decent ap- 
pearance, and has a sublime sense 
of humor. I don't know a thinç 
about woman, 'out I do know that 
' every boy is a Smart Sammy." 

Gestrtch has already started two 
other books, "Smart Sammy Wrote 
a 3ook." and "The Hell of it AH."
